INSTALLATIONS. 

On March 26th, 1911, Rev. Chas. H. Day was installed pastor 
of St. Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran church, Ottawa. The charge. 
to the pastor was given by Rev. B. F. Pugh; the charge to the 
congregation by 7 President of Synod, who also conducted the 
installation. 

At Minacepolia, « on September 17th, 1911, Rev. G. W. Dunlap, 
D. D., was installed pastor of St. Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran 
church. This congregation had been without a pastor for over 
five years. The President of Synod delivered both charges and 
conducted the installation. 

Two other congregations have called pastors during the year 
who have not been installed, viz., Christ church, Eureka, and 
Trinity church, Kansas City, Kan. The time for the installation 
for the former has been set for October 28th, having been post- 
poned until after the ordination of the pastor, Rev. Paul Menne- 
noeh. The date for the installation of the other pastor has not 
been set so far as I know. | 


VACANCIES. 

Campus.—This charge has continued vacant throughout the 
year. Immediately after the last meeting of Synod the matter 
of securing a pastor was taken up with the officers of the church, 
but before a suitable man could be secured the hot, dry weather 
came on, which was very discouraging to the handful of mem- 
bers, and they felt that it would be better to wait until later to 
try to secure a pastor. 

Valley Falls—Rev. Holmes Dysinger, D. D., has had over- 
sight of this charge. The attention given it has been satisfac- 
tory to the congregation, but Dr. Dysinger is of the opinion, in 
which opinion I concur, that it would be much better if ar- 
rangements could be made for a regular pastor. 

Effingham.—The Effingham congregation continues without a 
pastor. An occasional service has been held during the year. 
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It would seem highly desirable that where there are other small 
congregations in the immediate vicinity that suitable arrange- 
ments should be made whereby these congregations could be 
served by one man. Such arrangement is certainly much better 
than to have no services at all. 


Chapman.—The President’s report of last year shows that a 
‘pastor had been called, and later it was learned that he was on 
the field. After a few months’ service we were informed that he 
resigned to accept a call to another church. He had not en- 
rolled as a member of our Synod and gave no official notice of 
his resignation. Since February this charge has been vacant. 
We expect to have a man in charge soon. 

Whitewater.—This mission has not been able to secure a suit- 
able man. There appears to be a note of discouragement among 
the members for which we can see no good reason unless it be 
because of the difficulty to secure a suitable man for the salary 
offered. We hope, however, to have a man on the field before 
long, after which we predict the drooping spirit now manifest 
will revive. 

Norcatur.—This charge has been vacant only since October 
Ist. We were informed by the retiring pastor that the congre- 
gation is of the opinion that owing to crop failures that it is 
better not to call a pastor at once. This we deem a mistake. 
If these congregations are in need of assistance we believe it 
will be much better to grant such aid as may be needed rather 
than to permit the flock to scatter for want of a shepherd. 

Moray.—At the meeting of Synod last year it was recom- 
mended that Moray and Valley Falls be encouraged to form one 
pastorate, and that the President of Synod be instructed to 
render any needed aid towards this end. In compliance with the 
instruction of Synod your President visited the Moray congre- 
gation the last Sunday in January and conferred with them re- 
garding this matter. After due consideration it was decided to 
be to the best interest of the Moray congregation not to unite 
with Valley Falls, it being the general opinion of the congrega- 
tion as well as of the council that the church should secure a 
resident pastor in the near future. Until a suitable man can be 
secured they continue with a supply as heretofore. Since April 
Dr. Dysinger has been serving as the regular supply. _ 

On Sunday morning, September 10th, lightning struck the 
Moray church and it was totally destroyed: The congregation 
has decided to rebuild and just as soon as some matters con- 
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mme field at once. Accordingly a young man from the Lawrence 
_ Congregation was sent to take charge for the summer. I visited 
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cerning a location can be decided upon a new church will be 
erected. 

Salina.—This congregation has been without a pastor but a 
few weeks. There is little doubt but that a pastor will be on 
the ground by the beginning of the New Year. 

Garnett.—Garnett during the year has been receiving the at- 
tention of Rev. B. F. Pugh. Rev. Pugh informed me that after 
January Ist, 1911, he did not wish to be considered a regular 
supply but would do all he could for the congregation until some 
one could be secured. 

Atchison.—Since August Ist this charge has been vacant. 
Progress in securitig a pastor is reported. 


PROSPECTIVE MISSION POINTS. 

Shawnee, Oklahoma —In the early part of this year our atten- 
tion was called to the possible opening for organizing a mission 
in Shawnee, Oklahoma. After consultation with the Advisory 
Board of Home Missions, I visited the field the week after 
Easter. Notices were inserted in the daily papers calling for a 
meeting of all persons interested in organizing a Lutheran 
church. Twelve persons responded. The small number being 
accounted for because of a community affair of much interest 
having been set for the same hour. After canvassing the situa- 
tion and learning of 62 Lutherans, who it was thought would be 
ready to join such an organization, it was deemed advisable to 
put a man in to canvass the field. However, owing to the dry 
summer and the discouraging outlook from a financial stand- 
point, it was later thought advisable by those locally interested 
to postpone action. It is to be hoped that in the near future 
a mission may be organized. 

Carthage, Mo.—lIt was learned that in Carthage, Mo,, there 
was a small congregation of Lutherans, in possession of a mod- 
est property, free from debt, that wished to identify itself with 
the General Synod. After a visit of the representative of the 
Home Mission Board it was thought advisable to put a man in 


this congregation the last Sunday in August. It seems that the 
outlook would scarcely justify putting a man in this field at this 
time. What would seem to be a good plan would be to canvass 
Joplin City, which is a short distance from Carthage and con- 
nected by a trolley line, and form a charge which one man could 
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easily care for. It is barely possible that admission to the 
Synod may be asked at this session. 


DEATHS. 

None of our pastors or ministers have passed away during the 
year, yet the Death Angel visited the home and bore away the 
beloved companion of our brother, Rev. J. B. Grove. For many 
weary weeks she suffered untold pain, but through it all she 
manifested a beautiful Christian faith and resignation until called 
to rest with the saints. “ Blessed are the dead that die in the 
Lord, for they rest from their labors.” 


APPOINTMENTS. 

On July 20th, 1911, our Treasurer, E. J. Wolf, presented his 
resignation. It was accepted and Mr. John A. Wible was ap- 
pointed to succeed him July 25th, 1911. 

Rev. Geo. S. Murphy was appointed to succeed Rev. H. A. 
Ott, D. D., as chairman of the Examining Committee, and Rev. 
C. F. Wiest as the fifth member of the committee. | 

Upon the recommendation of Rev. S. S. Waltz, D. D., I ap- 
pointed Mr. W. McD. Biggerstaff, Revs. B. R. Lantz and N. H. 
Royer, D. D., a committee to represent the interests of the 
Lutheran Brotherhood at this session of Synod. 


OFFICIAL VISITS. 

During the year | visited pastors or congregations at the fol- 
lowing places: Peabody, Whitewater, Moray, St. Joseph, Kan- 
sas City Children’s Memorial, Kansas City First, Kansas City, 
Kansas; Oklahoma City, Ottawa, Minneapolis, Atchison, and 
Salina. 


DEBTS PAID AND OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 

St. Joseph—Church repaired at a cost of $475.00. All paid. 

Greenleaf—Church repapered, woodwork and pews revarnished. 
Cost $85.00. 

Wellington—Parsonage remodeled, bath room, open air sleep- 
ing porch, cement cellar and foundation. 

Ottawa—Church painted, new pulpit platform and lectern, new 
pavement, parsonage painted and papered. Cost $375.00. 

Kansas City Trinity—Church building repaired. Cost $100.00. 

Minneapolis—Church and parsonage repaired and improved. 
Cost $100.00. 


“A 
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Emporia—Built a new eight room parsonage, modern through- 
out. Cost $3,000.00. This parsonage represents a value, how- 
ever, of $4,000.00. 

Tulsa—Purchased a well located building lot. Cost $1,600.00; 
$720.00 paid on it; $300.00 more will be paid by the time of this 
meeting. 

Atchison—Paid $150.00 on floating indebtedness. 

Kansas City, Children’s Memorial—Paid in full all church debt 
amounting to $1,600.00. 

Eureka—Parsonage painted inside and out, repapered, a new 
bath room added. Cost $400.00. 

Beloit—New roof on church, interior repapered and repainted. 

Sedalia— Paid off last indebtedness amounting to $350.00; paid 
for new carpet and street paving, cost $126.00. Total, $476.00. 

Garnett—Paid $40.70 sewer tax. 

Perth—Baptismal font $20.00. 

‘ Salina—Re-set glass of windows in lead. 

Lawrence—Paid $100.00 on parsonage debt, painted parsonage, 
$85.00; paid street tax and added new equipment to Sunday 
school rooms, $75.00. Total, $260.00. 

Wichita—Reduced debt on building lot $300.00. 

Hays City—Young people's room refurnished, marble bap- 
tismal font. Cost $240.00. | 

Oklahoma City+The large enterprise of the year must be 
credited to this congregation. A building lot, well located, was 
bought for $15,000.00, the old property was sold for $25,000.00, 
on October Ist the corner-stone for a beautiful new church was 
laid. Owing to the impossibility to have the President of 
Synod present, Dr. C. H. Jones, pastor of the First Baptist 
church, and Rev. H. M. Colton, rector of the Episcopal church, 
made fitting addresses. The pastor, Rev. N. H. Royer, D. D. 
read the liturgical service and formally laid the corner-stone. 
The church will probably be dedicated in January. Cost, $30,- 
000.00. Total valuation of the plant, $45,000.00. 


STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

It has been my privilege, as Secretary of the Synod for three 
years, and, now as President, to examine with a considerable 
degree of carefulness your reports on the state of the Church, 
and I am sure that while it is plainly noticeable that the Church 
is not in its best state yet along many lines there is marked im- 
provement. A very great majority of your reports show that 
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your congregations are growing and that they are faithful in the 
means of grace. However, the per cent. of attendance of non- 
professors is not as large in most instances as we could wish. 

I do not discover that any of the pastors are overly proud of 
the attendance at the mid-week services, though in several in- 
stances the percentage of the members attending these services 
is most commendable. Parents are faithful in presenting ther 
children for baptism, but are not as careful, in many cases as 
they should be, in requiring the children to attend regularly the 
catechetical classes. 

There is one feature shown by these reports, which, to my 
mind, is very sad. This is the few instances where the children 
of our families attend the services of the Church in anything 
like respectable numbers. This is largely due to the fact, as 
shown by the reports, to “ parental neglect”. The future state 
of the Church will be wonderfully enhanced when parents see to 
it that no Sunday passes without their children attending at 
least one service aside from the Sunday school. The revival of 
the old family pew with the members in it at the stated time of 
worship would be a benediction in these days. We are pleased, 
however, to note the increase in the number of our members of 
the Church enrolled in the Sunday school. 

That there is a missionary spirit prevading the life of our pas- 
tors and people is shown by the large number of sermons 
preached on this subject. This is a sign of better things. That 
these sermons are bearing fruit is manifest in the increased of- 
ferings for missions. 

Church officers are in most cases reported as being faithful in 
performing their duties. Consequently, as we might expect, the 
salaries of the pastors are paid with reasonable promptness. 
But one pastor answers, No” to the question, Is the pastor’s 
salary paid promptly?” 

Many of these things to which I have called your attention 
may appear to be mere outward manifestations. “ By their fruit 
ye shall know them.” Let us not forget that these outward 
signs may be the indication of the indwelling Spirit or the lack 
of his indwelling. Measured by the ideal standard, the New 
Testament, we fall far short, yet there are cheering signs. With- 
out any known exception our pastors adhere to an unadulterated 
and uncompromised gospel, there is an increased attention to the 
ordering of public worship, in keeping with the historic Church, 
which has contributed very perceptibly to the attractiveness and 
edification of the public worship; the work of catechisation is 
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receiving more attention and becoming more efficient, greater 
emphasis is being laid on true and tried methods in church work 
and altogether there is apparent a deeper religious fervor. May 
this continue to grow, and may the great Head of the Church 
grant unto us all the quickening and power-giving Spirit, so in- 
dispensable to a right state of the Church. 


Finally, brethren, with a keen realization of having fallen 


short of my ideal in the work of the office which you a year ago 
entrusted to me, but also with a consciousness that with God’s 


help I have tried to do my duty as I saw it, I return to you the 
trust so kindly placed in my hands. But before doing so I wish 
to acknowledge the many favors shown, the courtesy and hearty 
co-operation of you my brethren. For this uniform kindness and 
for the honor you have conferred upon me I shall ever be 
grateful. May heaven's rich blessing be upon this convention 
and upon all it represents.

Report of Tabitha Home Trustees. 

The story of Tabitha Home for the past year is one of faith 
and good work; of struggle and achievement; of anxiety but not 
despair. Your Trustees have been faithful in giving counsel and 
encouragement to those who are more directly concerned in 
ministering unto the helpless aged, promising orphans and suf- 
fering sick. We are rejoiced and grateful for what has been ac- 
complished. We take courage and look to the Church to con- 
tinue her interest and support this work even more liberally. 
We lament that a burdensome debt has hindered our work, em- 
barrassed our faithful laborers, jeopardized our Home. 

Thirty aged people have been sheltered at the Tabitha Home 
during the past year. Twenty-four are in the department at 
present. During the year we took care of twenty children, of 
whom thirteen remain in our institution. The health of the in- 
mates is good. At present there are ten patients in the hospital. 

Superintendent Koolen has been very faithful and efficient in 
the performance of his duties. Many a time have we had occa- 
sion to thank God that the Home has been managed by a man of 
such energy, faith, conviction and good judgment in its crisis 
hour. He has accepted a call to the German church in Lincoln, 
but will continue to give one-half of his time as Superintendent. 
By this arrangement, we will reduce our expenses very materially 
as we will pay him only $40.00 a month salary instead of $100.00 
as heretofore. 

Directly associated with the Superintendent in administration 
are the two deaconesses, sisters Christina and Ida. Our policy 
has been to reduce expenditures as much as possible and so we 
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are now paying our two male helpers only $49.00 a month as 
over against $110.00 which we paid for services six months ago. 

Our present indebtedness is $38,500.00. This has been reduced 
about $8,400.00 during the last year. Last fall we reported con- 
cerning the liens held against us. The holders of these liens 
brought suit and the judgment rendered was not favorable to 
our Home. The liens were declared valid and the property was 
ordered sold to satisfy the same. We have appealed the case to 
the Supreme Court. 

Many improvements have been made within the past year. 
Much of it has been done without cost to the Home. An im- 


proved sanitary system has been installed. New driveways have 


been built. The barn has been reconstructed. New smoke- 
stacks have been erected. A new gasoline engine has been pro- 
vided, giving better fire protection. The northeast corner of the 
main structure has been rebuilt. Considerable replastering has 
been done. New fences have been built. A large crop of cher- 
ries, apples and tomatoes was harvested from our farm. There 
is money on hand to purchase two cows. 

The hospital has not proven the success which was antici- 
pated. The opinion is growing that the work at Tabitha Home 
should be more exclusively devoted to the care of the aged, the 
helpless and the orphans. 

Brethren, our Home needs your prayers, your sympathy and 
your liberal support as never before.

Report of Trustees of Midland College. 

The first year of the work of the college and the seminary 
under the direction of one board has passed and the second year 
has been entered upon. The work has been carried on harmoni- 
ously and there are many signs encouraging to our educational 
work on this territory. There are of course many problems to 


be solved and much work to be done before we shall be satisfied 


with conditions. 

During the past year the seminary instruction was carried on 
with one regular professor assisted by the president of the col- 
lege and Revs. Yarger, Sadtler and Renn. With the beginning 
of this school year another man has been added as a regular 
professor in the person of Rev. John F. Krueger, who will have 
charge of the necessary work in German. The German Depart- 
ment, which for a time was without students, is again active, 
having four or five young men wholly or in part German. Two 
young men were graduated last year. There are now nine en- 
rolled. Three former students and six new ones. We are glad 
to report also that there are more than the usual number of 
students enrolled in the academy and college who have signified 
their intention of entering the ministry than there have been 
heretofore. 

In the college there have been several changes in the faculty. 
Professor Bruno Meineke, A. M., succeeds Dr. J. Howard Stough 
in the chair of Greek and Latin; Professor Hayward G. King, 
A. M., succeeds Professor Mendenhall ; and Professor W. C. 
Heffner, Ph. D., occupies the chair of History and Education. 
Mrs. Lessie J. Lewis, a sister of Rev. Dr. Uhl, of India, is oc- 
cupying the position of Matron of Oak Hall and is a noble 
woman of refinement and grace of character. Harmony and 
Idyalty to the college and the Church is at the present a marked 
characteristic of the teaching force in both the college and the 
seminary. | 

The leading feature of the year was the building and dedication 
of the Carnegie Library and Griffith Memorial Hall. This fine 
addition to our cluster of buildings adds much to the general ap- 
pearance and efficiency of our institution. The dedication serv- 
ices of this new building were made a special feature at the 
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last commencement. An entire afternoon being given to the oc- 
casion. There were leading addresses given by Rev. M. Rhodes, 
D. D., LL. D., of the Board of Education; Chancellor Frank 
Strong, Kansas University, and Rev. E. E. Stauffer, President of 
the College Board of Trustees. This building, including the en- 
dowment fund represents an addition of $35,000.00 to the value 
of the college plant, which with the seminary now added, may 
be estimated in total valuation at $190,000.00 to $200,000.00. 

Last year the total attendance was not as large as for several 
years previous, there being less than 115 listed for the year. 
‘There were six graduated from the college, seven from the acad- 
emy, four from the music department and two from the theo- 
logical department—sixteen in all. This year, we are glad to 
say, the attendance shows an increase over the same period last. 
Had it not been for the crop failure in parts of Nebraska and 
Kansas the enrollment would have been still larger. This is 
“the one thing needful”, more students. This is the one thing 
where, if we are going to make progress, more emphasis must 
be laid in the future. This is the one place where our pastors 
can render the most needful service. The faculty is able, and the 
school is worthy of the fullest confidence and support of every 
pastor and church on our territory. 

The work of the Field Secretary, Rev. William T. Kahse, has 
been very helpful and successful.. He has not only raised over 
$2,000.00 in funds and secured new students, but he has been 
planting good seed which already is beginning to yield fruitage | 
in the manner of money and students, the greater amount of 
which remains to be gathered within the next few years. The | 
creation of this office was wise and future years will prove it so. 

The interest manifested on the part of the alumni in the inter- 
est of the college is most commendable. They are taking steps 
now to do greater things than at any time in the past, and in the 
future we may count on this company of Midland’s sons and 
daughters contributing much to the success of their alma mater. 

It will be of interest to know that during the year gifts have 
been received for the college and seminary in the form of books 
from the library of Dr. Eli Huber, of Gettysburg, also books 
from the library of Dr. M. J. Fiery; also a bequest of $1,000.00 
from Miss Mueller, of Pittsfield, III., for German Seminary De- 
partment work. 

Before closing this report we wish to call your attention to 
Midland's Silver Anniversary, which will be observed at the next 
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commencement. Elaborate preparation will be made to celebrate 
this event. We trust that every Lutheran on our territory will 
be interested in helping to make this a great day for Midland. 
The term of office of Rev. H. A. Ott, D. D., and Mr. Louis T. 
Bang expires at this meeting of Synod. |

of Committee on Temperance. 

In the report to Synod one year ago, your Committee on 
Temperance expressed much gratification by reason of the 
growth of prohibition sentiment, and extension of prohibition 
territory. 

To-day it is a matter of thanksgiving to God that a large 
portion of American people are living under prohibitory laws; 
that the temperance movement has became world-wide, and that 
not only the churches battering against this giant destroyer of 
manhood and womanhood, or virtue, purity and godliness, but 
many helpful forces of a secular character are brought to bear 
against this enemy of the Church, and home and American liber- 
ties. 

But with all this marvelous progress of prohibitory efforts, the 
end of this evil traffic is not so near as we would hope. We 
believe this convention should send forth a warning with suffi- 
cient emphasis to awaken every sluggard in Zion upon this ques- 
tion, and cause every lover of sobriety to see that the liquor 
power is making a stronger stand to force a foothold, and cast 
its ghastly shadows over our homes, than ever before. Backed 
by millions of money, the rum power is organizing and massing 
its forces, and raising the red flag (the emblem of destruction) 
in defiance of law; of the efforts, protests and prayers of 
Christian people. 

The enforcement of the prohibition law in a measure is blocked 
by the withholding of federal protection. Therefore we enter our 
vigorous protest against the act of the Secretary of Agriculture 
in accepting an official position in the .International Brewers’ 
Association. We protest against any office, State, or Federal, 
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being filled by men who are not heartily in sympathy with the 
suppression of the liquor traffic. 

There is no reason for discouragement, but an urgent call, 
and imperative demand for the redoubling of our efforts for more 
earnest prayer, and more intelligent and righteous voting. May 
we more fully realize our responsibilities. Commendably the 
war against rum is being waged, but full victory cannot be 
gained without more persistent and increased effort. . 

Over fifty million of the people of the United States are still 
living under the red flag, and curse, of the liquor power. Thirty 
per cent. of the area of the United States is yet to be reclaimed— 
and the decrease in the consumption of alcoholic drink is far 
below the ratio of the increase of prohibition territory. In part, 
this disproportion may be accounted for by the million foreign- 
ers who come to our shores annually, a large per cent. of them 
being consumers of strong drink, but it also shows how the rum 
power, under federal protection, can and will defy the righteous 
laws of a State. 

We appeal to every member of Synod that you rightly read 
history, and rise up in your manhood and womanhood to meet 
the needs of the hour; for as alcoholic degeneracy has caused 
the downfall of nations and empires, so it has reached the point 
where it is a positive menace to our own civilization. 

We appeal to every true American; every person who has not 
extinguished the fires of patriotism on the hearthstone of his 
heart; every citizen who has a real love for his home, for his 
country, for Old Glory; every voter who would purify civic con- 
ditions, that you enlist in the greatest struggle of the present age 
against the lawless, vicious, degrading liquor power. 

So let us be earnest, loyal and true, to the cross of Christ and 
the red, white and blue. As valiant soldiers may we overcome: 
nor give up the warfare till rum is undone. Then on oar land 
near of blessings will fall, and peace and prosperity crown 
us

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Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


Your committee would report that a number of our missions 
have, during the past year, made commendable progress in 
growth, and strengthening of the work, While on the other 
hand a few have accomplished little, partly because of crop 
failure in the locality where these missions are situated. There 
are three of our missions that received aid last year that are not 
receiving aid this year, namely: Garnett, Kansas City (Grace), 
and Wellington. 

The missions that have received aid during all or part of the 


year are Garnett, Hutchinson, Kansas City, Kan., Kansas City, 


Mo. (Memorial), Minneapolis, Oklahoma City, Sedalia, Tulsa, 
Wellington, and Whitewater. 

For your information we give the following facts concerning 
the various missions: 

Garnett—The work at Garnett will continue practically as 
heretofore unless a suitable man can be secured to take the work. 
The same amount is asked as last year—$100.00. 

Hutchinson.—The work in this mission is making progress. 
The church is becoming well known in the city through the 
efforts of its pastor. There is good interest in all the depart- 
ments of the work. The Sunday school has grown and the at- 
tendance at the services of the church is slowly increasing. Dur- 
ing the past year this mission increased the pastor’s salary $50.00 
and decreased the amount received from the board $25.00. For 
the coming year they ask aid to the amount of $300.00. 

Kansas City, Kan. (Trinity).—This church has improved their 
property during the year, and is making commendable progress 
in every department of the work. The mission asks $450.00 for 
the coming year. 

Kansas City, Mo.—This mission paid off all indebtedness dur- 
ing the past year. The Sunday school is flourishing, and the 
other departments of church work show improvement. $300.00 
is asked for the coming year. 

Minneapolis.—After being without a pastor for over five years 
the work has again been started with good prospects for the 
future. They ask $300.00 from the Board of Home Missions and 
$100.00 from our Synodical mission fund. This is practically a 
new work and therefore we do not look upon the granting of 
aid from our synodical mission as establishing a precedent for 
aiding established missions. 


Oklahoma City.—This mission during the past year sold their 
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old property for $25,000.00 and bought a new building lot for 
$15,000.00. The corner stone for a new building has been laid 
and the congregation expect to dedicate about the first of Janu- 
ary, 1912. When completed the plant will be worth more than 
$45,000.00. The increase in membership is commendable. The 
congregation requests $400.00, a reduction of $100.00 from the 
amount asked last year. 

' Sedalia, Mo.—This mission has paid its full indebtedness, 
amounting to $350.00, and has made improvements amounting to 
$126.00. The apportionment has been paid in full, the first time 
for years. No mission in our territory has made more com- 
mendable progress. The amount asked for the coming year is 
$350.00, which may be decreased by the first of the year. 

Tulsa, Okla.—During the past year this mission secured a 
building Jot, well located, for $1,600.00, and $720.00 has been paid 
on it. Now with the purchase of a building lot a church will 
probably be erected in the near future and things will begin to 
look up. The mission asks $600.00 for the coming year. 

Whitewater —This mission has been without a pastor since the 
first of November, 1910. It is hoped that in the near future a 
pastor will be called, but to be enabled to do this the same sup- 
port is asked—$150.00. 

Chapman.—Conditions in this field are such that if a strong 
man can be secured at this time it will be greatly to the advant- 
age of our work at this point. In order to get a suitable man to 
take charge of this work it will be necessary to have $200.00 aid 
from the Home Mission Board. This amount is asked for this 
year. 

Beloit.—In this mission there has been good a done dur- 
ing the past year. The missionary has not received sufficient 
compensation. If we are going to be able to continue a pastor 
to this charge it will be essential to receive aid to the amount 
of $100.00. ‘This amount is requested. 

Wichita —Owing to removals of a number of contributing 
members of this congregation and also to a financial stringency 
it will be necessary for this congregation to ask the sum of 
$100.00 for the coming year. | 

We recommend that the above amounts be granted 4s re- 
quested and in addition the amount of $250.00 recommended for 
Grace Church, Kansas City, Mo., last year, and not received, be 
continued for this year. 

We recommend the adoption of the plan for reorganizing the 
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work of Home Missions in the General Synod, as referred to the 
District Synods. (See Minutes of General Synod, pp. 239, 240.)

Rev. M. F. Troxell, President of Midland College spoke 
in the interests of that institution. He was followed by Rev. 


Wm. T. Kahse, Field Secretary of Midland College. 


Report of Committee on Lutheran Brotherhood. 

In 1907 the General Synod appointed a committee, to report 
in two years, upon the advisability of organizing a Lutheran 
Brotherhood. At the next convention, in 1909, a committee of 
ten was appointed to inaugurate and give general direction to 
the movement. This committee effected the organization. It 
encouraged the introduction of Brotherhoods in our congrega- 
tions. It prepared à constitution and sent out literature that 
there might be an intelligent understanding of the movement. 
It effected a federation and invited all Lutheran men’s societies 
to come into a general organization. j 

The Brotherhood closed its first biennium and began its 
second with a very successful convention in Washington, June 
5, 6 and 7, 1911. A consecrated body of noble laymen truly 
representative of the General Synod, gathered together from 
every part of the Church, filled with a mighty purpose. They 
came to record their gratitude to Almighty God that the men 
of our churches were awaking to their responsibilities and privi- 
leges and to plan great and heroic things for the stalwart sons 
of the Church to do in the future. The controlling thought of 
the convention was Organization for Service.” 

We believe the time has come when every church must have 
an organization of men, if it is to do its best in developing manly 
Christian character and reach men and boys who are beyond the 
influence of the Church. The accomplishment of hundreds of 
men’s organizations is an earnest of what the Lutheran Brother- 
hood may do in encouraging Bible study, support in the services 
of the sanctuary, improving the Sunday school, raising and more 
than raising the apportionment, educating the membership, 
creating a better social atmosphere, providing for the too oft 
neglected boys, promoting mission study and activity, assisting 
the sick, and unemployed and discouraged, providing addresses 
on subjects of interest and helpfulness to men, and doing a score 
of other good things for the Church, the pastor, the community, 
themselves and the kingdom of our Lord. 

We commend the Lutheran Brotherhood. We recommend the 
organization of a chapter in any congregation where there is no 
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men’s society if it is at all feasible to organise. We urge that 
every men's organization within the bounds of the Synod enroll 
in the Federal Council, regardless of the name by which that 
organization is known.

Report of Delegates to the General Synod. 

It is a fact not unworthy of note that every delegate of the 
Synod was present when the President called the Forty-fifth 
Convention of the General Synod to order in the Luther Place 
Memorial Church, Washington, D. C. 

It was a notable convention in the fact that it met in the 
nation’s capital, and was welcomed by the President in person, 
by the Speaker of the House, Hon. Champ Clark, and other 
notables; and that the President gave a reception to the Synod 
at the White House. 

The Rev. J. B. Remensnyder, D. D., LL. D., of New York 


City, was elected President, the Rev. F. P. Manhart, D. D., was 


re-elected Secretary, and Mr. Geo. H. Knollenberg was re-elected 
Treasurer. 


The retiring President's sermon along the line of practical 
Christianity, sounded the keynote of the convention. A spirit of 
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harmony prevailed, and an intense interest to find the things that 
would move towards a larger Zion. The various boards reported 
an increased interest in their work and larger offerings to the 
different causes. 


The increase in baptized members was 19,239: confirmed mem- 
bers, 15,165; and communicant members, 3,265: and 26,270 Sun 
day school scholars, with an increased offering of $342,413.20. 

The apportionment was increased three cents for Pastors’ 
Fund, one cent for General Synod, and one cent for Deaconess 
Board. 

The report of the Home Mission Board was most encouraging. 
Twenty-eight missions have become self-sustaining, nine new 
missions were taken on, and thirty-eight new fields have been 
entered. During the biennium $170,437.63 was contributed, being 
$5,159.51 more than the preceding biennium. The report showed 
a balance on hand of $22,910.84. 

The Board of Foreign Missions showed an intense interest in 
our foreign work. There was an increase over the last biennium 
of $15,037.63. The total disbursements were $217,440.16. There 
are in the India field twelve ordained missionaries, eleven mis- 
sionaries’ wives, twelve lady missionaries and seven European 
and Eurasian assistants. 

During the biennium there was an increase of two mission- 
aries. The African missionaries have been increased to the 
number of twelve. The largest number in the history of the 
African mission. 

„ The Board of Church Extension reported $197,821.00 receipts 
for the biennium. Since the establishment of the board the re- 
ceipts have been $1,682,000.00. 

Saturday being the day set apart for the Deaconess work the 
Board conveyed the General Synod to Baltimore by trolley. 
Dinner was served in the spacious dining-room of the Mother- 
house and at 2: 30 the dedicatory exercises took place. The ad- 
dresses were of high order and were well received. The new 
building cost about $100,000.00, though valued much higher. 
There yet remained, $50,000.00 to be provided. About $3,500.00 
was voluntarily subscribed on the day of dedication, in $500.00 
and $100.00 subscriptions. The balance is to be raised in a sim- 
ilar way, and the men and women of means are urged to re- 
member this worthy cause. 

The Board of Education in connection with its encouraging 
reports presented the following recommendations: 
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1. That the plan herewith submitted for the future adminis- 
tration of the work of Ministerial Education in the General 
Synod be adopted, and that an apportionment of twelve cents 
per member be made for this work. | 

2. That the General Synod commends the plan to the favor- 
able action of the District Synods at their next conventions; the 
Board of Ministerial Education to be incorporated and to begin 
operations November Ist, 1912, provided that, prior to that date, 
two-thirds of the District Synods shall have ratified the plan. 

3. That, when the plan is put into operation, the authorities 
of the Parent Education Society and of any District Synods 
which have invested funds for Ministerial Education be urged 
to transfer such funds to the Board of Ministerial Education as 
the nucleus for its future Endowment Fund. 

Our Sunday School Committee is wrestling with the problem 
of keeping up with the times in the graded lesson leaves without 
introduction of “ Nature Lesson” and “Character Sketches.” 
The Publication Board was instructed to arrange for our Sunday 
School and Intermediate course adapted to the conditions pe- 
culiar to our Church in the instruction of our young people at 
this age. 

The use of our literature by all the Sunday schools is abso- 
lutely necessary to enable the Publication Board to maintain its 
high standard in the publication of its Sunday school literature. 

The General Synod reaffirmed its position on the temperance 
question, and voted $500.00 annually towards the support of the 
Bureau of Information at Washington of the National Inter 
Church Temperance Federation. 

The report on the State of the Church was encouraging. 

Fraternal Delegates from the German Reformed Church, the 
General Synod South, and the General Council were present and 
brought kindly greetings from their respective bodies. 

It was decided to publish a Weekly Official General Synod 
Organ” to take place of others. If possible amalgamating 
oo Church Work, The Lutheran Observer and The Lutheran 

The Home for the Aged, the Pastors’ Fund, Tressler, Nachusa, 
Oesterlen, Feghtly and Tabitha Orphanages, and the Publication 
Board, all made good and encouraging reports and are deserving 
our earnest support. 

The Committee on Common Service recommended the follow- 
ing amendments for consideration at this meeting: 
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By action of the General Synod at its last Convention in 
Washington, D. C., in June, 1911, and in accordance with its 
Constitution (Art. VI, Sec. 2), the following proposed amend- 

ments or alterations to the Constitution of the General Synod 
are hereby submitted to you for your consideration and action: 

I. That Article II. Section 1, be amended by striking out the 
second paragraph and inserting the following: Each Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Synod may send one delegate for every ten min- 
isters it contains, and for a remaining major fraction of that 
number, of the rank of an ordained minister, and an equal num- 
ber of laymen. Each Synod at present connected with this 
body shall be entitled to at least one clerical and one lay dele- 
gate.” 

II. (1) First Amendment. The insertion of a new article to 
be known as 


| Articie 11.—Docraiwar Basis. 

With the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Fathers, the 
General Synod receives and holds the Canonical Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments as the Word of God and the only 
infallible rule of faith and practice; and it receives and holds the 
Unaltered Augsburg Confession as a correct exhibition of the 
faith and doctrine of our Church as founded upon that Word. 

(2) Second Amendment. The insertion of another new ar- 
ticle, namely: 

| Articie Tur Seconpary Sympous. 


While the General Synod regards the Augsburg Confession as 
a sufficient and altogether adequate doctrinal basis for the co- 
operation of Lutheran Synods, it also recognizes the Apology 
of the Augsburg Confession, the Smalkald Articles, the Small 
Catechism of Luther, the Large Catechism of Luther, and the 
Formula of Concord as expositions of Lutheran doctrine of great 
historical and interpretative value, and especially commends the 
Small Catechism as a book of instruction. 

(3) Third Amendment. Change the number of the present 
Article II to IV, strike out its third section, and substitute for it 
the 

Articie IV. 


Section 3. Any properly organized Lutheran Synod may be 
received into the General Synod at any meeting, provided it shall 
have adopted this Constitution with its Doctrinal Basis as set 
forth in Article II. 
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The General Synod took the following action with reference 
to entertainment to its delegates in future conventions. (See 
page 94, Minutes, 1911.) 

The following action was taken by the Synod: 


“ Resolved, That this General Synod hereby reaffirms the action 
taken by a former General Synod regarding ministers of the 
gospel who, in the possession of health and strength, have 
abandoned the work of the ministry and turned aside to secular 
pursuits. In the judgment of this body, the Synod with which 
such men are connected, in compliance with the action above 
referred to, should require a return of their ordination papers 
until such time as they are again prepared to resume their work 
as pastors.”

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President’s Address. 


At an important period in the history of God’s chosen people, 
a new leader must go to the front and direct the people in their 
way and worship. They were ready to enter the land that had 
been promised them, as a permanent home, after their years of 
wandering. 


Leader Joshua felt the responsibility. He had journeyed with 
this people, while Moses was their splendid leader. He remem- 
bered how God had directed and cared for, and fed them. He 
also remembered how, as the people turned away and murmured 
against God and His way with them, and against Moses, His 
spokesman, how God had punished them, even while he kept His 
every promise to them. 


Joshua remembered that even faithful Moses, to whom God 
had showed special favor and blessings, was not permitted to 
enter this promised land, because at a critical time, during the 
journey, he failed to give God the glory, which belonged to Him, 
before the people. Is it any wonder, then, that Joshua felt the 
responsibility of so great a task. | 


He sees the host of Israel start, he gives directions, which he 
has received from God,—just how and when and how far apart 
the companies shall go; then as if overwhelmed with the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking, he says, “ For ye have not passed this 
way heretofore”. These words are not startling, as we hear and 
think of them now. How many times do we go in directions or 
to places, when we say, we have never gone this way heretofore. 


Coming to Convention this year, how some of us say, we have 
never been so far west in our own State before. But to Joshua 
and the people of old, they meant a very different thing. The 
Commandments ‘had been given, the people had been taught 
God’s way and will concerning them, while they had little else 
todo. Yet up to this time what a half-hearted service had they 
given. How they longed for the flesh-pots of Egypt. Did their 
leader go from them for a day, murmurs were heard. Did he 
stay so long as two or three days, a golden calf was made and 
set up, and the boisterous dance and song was heard throughout 


the camp. 
Now a new way is to be opened. Homes and cities are to be 
builded, heathen tribes are to be driven out, and the God of their 


fathers,—the great Jehovah is to be worshiped. Upon their 
obedience rests success or failure. 
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We are told, “History repeats itself.” May we not then 
pause to-day and say, in regard to the missionary movements 
and enterprise, as did Joshua of old: We have not gone this 
way heretofore ”? 


A score of years ago, the prayer of the Christian world was, 
that doors might be opened for our missionaries to enter. That 
prayer has been answered. To-day the world is opened to the 
missionary worker. The nation who has it not, needs the gospel 
just as much now, as it did, when Christ said. Teach all na- 
tions.” 

The Christian nations of the earth have the means and men, 
when the proper surrender is made, to send this gospel to every 
creature. 

God has His purposes and will carry them out; it remains 
for us to say whether we will have a part in this great plan. 
Let us look about us at the many wheels of activity along mis- 
sionary lines, and see if we will not take courage. 


The women of the Church have gone a new way this year. 
The series of Jubilee meetings, held in the large cities from Cali- 
fornia to the east and culminating in the great jubilee meeting 
in New York City, with its goal one million dollars for advance 
work, was a way we had never gone heretofore. 


Our executive officers have planned a new way for us for the 
coming year, about which we will confer at this meeting. The 
men of the Church are banding themselves together in “ Broth- 
erhoods and Men's Leagues in order to do more active and 
efficient work. The Christian Commercial Travelers’ Associa- 
tion is doing a great work in the distribution of Bibles in our 
large cities. The Church is giving larger gifts than ever in its 
history. 


In our own woman's work during the last biennium there has 
been a total gain of over forty thousand dollars in our offerings. 
The needs of our fields in India, Africa and South America, are 
brought to us in every number of our magazines, Lutheran 
Woman's Work, and Lutheran Church Work. One of the best 
things we, as parents, can do for our homes and children, is to 
have one or both of these magazines come to our home every 
month throughout the year. . 
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The time is coming, yes, now is, when ignorance of the calls 
is no excuse for not doing and giving: And not to know of the 
missionary operations of the Church and the world is to have 
one’s education neglected. 

Not only is it well to know of the work of our own Church, but 
when possible to have fellowship and sympathy with our sister 
societies. The strongest appeal we have heard this year was 
made by a returned missionary of another denomination, as she 
pleaded for a medical missionary to be sent to their field in 
China, to take the place of the one she had brought to the home 
land because of broken health from over-work. 

The highest tribute of praise of our own woman’s work in 
India we have ever heard, was made during the Kansas City 
Jubilee Convention, by a returned missionary of the Baptist 
Church, in referring to the work of Doctor Anna Kugler and 
those associated with her. 

As we come up to this annual convention it is only natural 
that our own work should be our deepest concern. The reports 
that will be rendered during our sessions, will make clear the 
work that has been done and the progress we have made. 

If this progress is not so great as we had hoped, let us re- 
member that each new year is a time of opportunity and let us 
not weary in well doing. During the year an invitation to repre- 
sent you and the work at one of our active societies, was ac- 
cepted. 

The “ King’s Daughters” and Missionary Society united for 
the day, making a company of fifty women. While some worked 
with the needle others conducted the meeting. A jubilee offer. 
ing of five dollars was given. We were the first to leave the 
meeting to drive six miles to our train. 

Also in May we were invited with the Thank-Offering Secre- 
tary to take part in the Woman’s Hour, at the Northeast Con- 
ference held at Ottawa. 

Looking forward to the coming year and its work I would 
offer the following recommendations: 

1. That the General Fund be given special attention in every 

2. That we join to the best of our ability in the “ Simulta- 
neous Campaign” to increase the membership of our societies 
and the subscriptions to Lutheran Woman’s Work. 
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3. That every auxiliary try to report at least one new life 
member. 

4. That special.attention be given to organize our young peo- 
ple and children. 

5. That we remember our work, daily, in prayer. 

6. That we make a liberal thank-offering and Christmas offer- 
ing, that our Executive Committee may meet its every obli 
gation.

I am almost entirely dependent upon the Corresponding 
Secretary for my statistical report as Magazine Secretary, for I 
am unablé to obtain replies from the auxiliaries. 

As your delegate to General Convention, I was very fearful 
at one time that I would go almost empty handed in subscrip- 
tions, but a few of the auxiliaries did some valiant work and I 
presented to Mrs. Shaffer a very creditable number. 


We have made an advance—but I trust the coming year will 
show a much larger one. 

At our last convention 359 magazines were reported with act- 
ive membership of 535. To-day we report 397 subscriptions; 
membership, 554. Increase in magazines, 38; membership, 19.

During the past year we have increased the sale of our litera- 
ture, which has been a satisfaction.
